The alternative was for the con­ 
vention to overthrow Bryan by put­ 
ting itself in the position of compro­ 
mising with these interests, or failing 
under their influence.

had been exerted to kill off Bryan, the 
fact remained today that after a Sun­ 
day of deadlock, political inactivity 
and futile moves to get around his de­ 
mands, the Monday morning papers 
were filed with Bryan and not the 
convention. 
The keynote sounded in most of 
them was that Bryan was making a 
great fight for principle here, “ a fight 
for freedom.” 
The New’ York World summarized it 
thus: “ Two facts stand out clearly 
in most of the newspaper summaries, 
the first is that on Tuesday Bryan 
seemingly was in a minority posi­ 
tion, that he had less than half the 
delegates; tile other fact is that when 
the people who defeated Bryan on 
Tuesday cast New York’s ninety votes

Baltimore, Ju ly I.— The Democrat­ 
ic national 
convention 
met at l l 
o’clock this morning in another effort 
to break the deadlock in balloting for 
the presidential nominee. 
The con­ 
vention closed shortly after midnight 
Saturday after twenty-six ballots had 
been taken in a fruitless effort to 
make the nomination. 
In the twen­ 
ty-sixth ballot Clark led with a vote, 
of 477% while Wilson came second 
wTith a vote of 405. 
Although there were many efforts 
towards effecting a compromise dur­ 
ing the Sunday recess, the support of 
the various candidates returner! to tho 
convention hall this morning seem­ 
ingly as determined as ever to stand 
by their favorable candidates. 
The first ballot was taken immed­ 
iately after the convention was call­ 
ed to order and the result chowed that 
Harmon was still losing his strength 
while the Wilson vote was steadily 
going 
upward. 
Clark reached his 
highest vote on the tenth ballot when 
'he received 556 votes. 
From that 
time he has been losing steadily. 
On 
the other hand Wilson’s lowest vote 
was on the first ballot, when he re­ 
ceived 324, and since that time he has 
been making steady gains. 
Just how 
long lie will continue to increase his 
vote 
is 
a 
matter of speculation. 
Prominent 
Wilson 
leaders 
declare 
that lie will he the nominee and will 
be nominated 
before 
many 
hours. 
Other politicians at the convention 
declare that Wilson cannot be nomi­ 
nated for there are a sufficient num­ 
ber of Clark friends who will not vote 
for Wilson tinder any consideration 
and that there are enough of these 
to prevent him from being nominated.

tim e to tim e on this subject 
in 
th e 
C hristian H erald. 
We take th e fol­ 
lowing e x tra c t from his article In the 
British W eekly: 
“An incom e w ithout God’s portion 
is like a w eek w ithout a S ab bath or 
a town w ith out a church. 
It is c h a r­ 
acteristic of 
th e two 
d isp en sation s 
that, w h ereas th e 
law 
required 
a 
tenth, th e re is no assessm ent u n d e r 
the Gospel. 
C hristianity is th e reli­ 
gion of the Spirit, and 
never 
deals 
with men 
in th e way of 
com m an d s 
and prohibitions. 
It puts the love of 
Christ in our h e a rts, and ‘the love of 
Christ c o n stra in e th us.’ 
It calls us 
sons of God. an d puts us on our h o n o r 
to be w orthy of 
th a t 
high 
kinship. 
‘Freely,’ says Je su s, ‘ye have received, 
freely give.’ 
‘‘T he trou ble Is that It Is difficult 
where th e re is no prescription to d e ­ 
term ine how m u ch one ought to give, 
and to be a ssu re d th at one is giving 
enough; and it seem s to me th a t th e re 
are two p ractical and effective te sts. 
There is no 
tru e 
liberality 
w h e re 
there is no sacrifice, no 
self-denial; 
where one’s contribution is m ad e ‘of 
one’s superfluity* (M ark 12:44, R. V.), 
th a t Is, of th e surplus which re m a in s 
over after o n e ’s own w ants are 
su p ­ 
plied. 
Shall I ‘offer burnt 
offerings 
unto the L ord my God of th a t w hich 
doth cost 
m e 
nothin g?’ 
T hus 
th e 
m easure of o u r liberality is not w h a t 
we give, but w h a t we retain. 
It is 
difficult for a rich m an to be 
liberal. 
He m ust give so much in o rd er th a t 
he may miss w h a t he gives, in o rd e r 
that it may co st him a sacrifice an d 
involve self-denial 
Lesson B ro ug ht Home to One. 
“W h at p roportion does our C h ristian 
liberality b ear to our expenditure on 
luxuries? 
A 
w ealthy 
friend 
once 
told me how th is consideration first 
came hom e to him and led him to re ­ 
vise his scale of giving. 
It was a t th e 
outset of his successful career, w hen 
he was ea rn in g a 
good 
salary. 
H is 
lifelong hobby w as a well-bred dog; 
and, looking o v er his cash book one 
day he re m a rk e d two 
adjacent 
e n ­ 
tries. 
One w as ‘T o Foreign M issions, 
60 cents,’ and th e other, ‘To te r r ie r 
pup, $26.’ 
T h e re was no harm w h a t­ 
ever in the la tte r entry; it w as p e r­ 
fectly legitim ate. 
T he harm lay In its 
disproportion to the former. 
A m a n 
who could afford so much for a toy 
could afford m o re for the conversion 
of the heathen. 
It Is perhaps less u n ­ 
fortunate th an it seem s th a t religion 
should be so m ixed up 
with 
m oney. 
Money is a te s t not only of a g e n tle ­ 
man but of a C h ristian ; and th e fact 
is th at m ost of us stand the te s t w o n­ 
derfully well, fa r 
better 
th an 
w e 
think. 
, 
“In justice to ourselves we (hight to 
define m ore a c c u ra tely th at 
p h ra se , 
giving to the L o rd.’ 
It co m p reh end s 
not merely w h at we cast into th e te m ­ 
ple treasu ry, bu t all that we bestow 
on others for love or pity’s sake.

At a state convention held in W o r­ 
cester on A pril 15, 1880, the support­ 
ers of Blaine and of Grant were o ver­ 
whelmingly defeated 
and

delegates at large headed by the late 
Senator Hoar, were in-trueted to sup­ 
port Senator Edmunds of \ ermont. 


It was a notable convention, in which 
the opening address of tin* late Sen ­ 
ator Dawes, demolishing the theory 


of the third-term candidacy, was one 
of the mo-t striking features. 
But the resolutions adopted were 
doubly significant. 
In the committee 
(tn resolutions there was introduced a 
resolve binding every Republican to 


the support of the Chicago nominee, 
whoever he night 
be, “ without 
re­ 
serve.” 
In justification of this doc­ 
trine one of t,he members of the com ­ 


mittee declared that he would stand 
by the Republican

with the 
worst man it could present a- against 
the Dem ocratic party represented by 
it - best man.

It wa- declared by sup­ 
porters ot Gen. Grant that M assachu­
